The LORD'S goodness doesn’t stop with the abundance of varieties 
of the AMARYLLIS family HE gives us but includes those that carry 
us indoors when the outdoor blooming cycle has finished. 

Besides, HE has planned these gorgeous flowers for indoor activity 
following our outdoor gardening as a natural harmless tranquilizer for 
tattered nerves often resulting from our daily work with accompanying 
pressures. Both mind and body are soothed and prepared for a good 
nights sleep and a good days work following.

For this season we have reduced the number of named _ varieties 
somewhat in an effort to eliminate some of the less outstanding clones. 

This does not mean that the eliminated clones are not desirable but 
simply that they are less spectacular and striking than those listed below. 

We have arranged the listing by colors including the strains of VAN 
MEEUWEN, LUDWIG and WARMENHOVEN with a brief description 
of each variety. 

Again we suggest that you order early so as to be more certain to 
obtain the desired varieties with plump live roots intact. 

The Dutch hybrid bulbs will reach us very late in November or early 
December and your valued order will then be packed and shipped in 
an effort to reach you before the Christmas mails become heavy and slow 
down delivery. 

All our Dutch hybrid AMARYLLIS bulbs will be 28 cm. circum- 
ference and in good condition and true to name, top quality. 

In the event that we are sold out of specified varieties in your order 
we will substitute an equal valued or higher in nearest shade unless you 
state “no substitutes”. 

Payment in a convenient form to you is required with each order. We 
assume cost of parcel post to your address and guarantee safe delivery of 
bulbs unless you reside on a rural route in low temperature area where 
parcel would be subject to cold, rain or snow exposure in which case 
we would withhold shipment till temperature modified. 

We pack bulbs to withstand normal freezing conditions. 

Our liability will not exceed the purchase price of bulb.

LYCORIS SQUAMIGERA, hardy Amaryllis halli often called 
“MAGIC LILY OF JAPAN” produces scented pastel pink blooms slightly 
tinged with lavender on stems to 24” tall in August. 


Foliage follows thru winter and spring, dying off early in June when 
bulb rests. Flower stem appears suddenly, alone (no foliage) therefore 
it is advisable to plant petunias or something similar in front of bulbs to 
detract from the naked stem.

This variety is suited to 
outdoor growing from Richmond, Va. south across the Gulf states and 
on the west coast. In areas other than these they can be pot grown to do well 
in a cool greenhouse or indoors. Late spring pots can be plunged in the 
outdoor garden in full sun and kept moist till foilage dies down.

A MATTER OF INTEREST 


We have another hobby besides the amazing AMARYLLIS and 
LYCORIS and that is to develope a truly outstanding cantaloupe (musk- 
melon), the kind with the sweet flavor that causes ones taste buds to go 
wild with joy. 

It is a far cry from majestic AMARYLLIS to the majestic appetizing 
cantaloupe, the former feeds our hunger for beauty while the latter feeds 
our hunger for unusually tasty food. 

After ten years of working on this project we’ve come up with the 
most tasty, sweet and firm meated cantaloupe we've ever had the pleasure 
of enjoying. 

We grow them in sandy loam in rows six feet apart in the row plant- 
ing two or three seed in each hill, 2 feet apart. After preparing the soil we 
scoop a depresion with a hoe about 114” deep, put into this a small hand- 
ful of (Vitaloam) this is a commercial compost we sell over the counter in 
our flowershop (and use for our own growing of all plants indoors or out) 
then we place the seed on this material and cover with one inch of soil. 
We usually plant late in May when the soil warms up in this area. 

Incidently, we seed our soil in rye every second fall and turn it under 
the following spring as a green manure crop. 

Let’s return to the plants — when they have been planted we cover 
hill with a basket or similar article (upside down of course) till the young 
plants have pushed thru the surface. We do not again use this covering. 

At this point we become very conscious of moisture for the plants. 
We water well when planting then after plants come thru the surface if

we’ve had no rain for five days and the soil is dry we apply water thru a 
hose using a plastic 50 foot length of deep soaker for about a half hour. 
As the season progresses and the need arises we increase the soaking time 
till we can push our hand into the soil easily to about 5” deep. 
When plant runners have attained a length of about twelve inches 
we apply HYPONEX plant food as a booster mixed according to directions 
after deep soaking and applied on the hill direct either first thing in the 


morning or early evening. ; 
We repeat this booster application when fruits have attained the 


size of the palm of your hand. 

Of course we keep the row free of weeds. After the second application 
of booster we gently lift each fruit a little so as to tuck under it a gob 
of dried seaweed, salt hay or other similar material to discourage various 
insects from eating into the fruit as it lies on the ground. Then it also keeps 
the fruit clean. 

We usually grow two plants to a hill, 25 hills to a 50 foot row and 
each plant will produce in most instances two fruits per plant 3 to 5 
pounds each. 

High quality producing cycle is about three weeks or a little better. 
In selecting seed we use only the largest perfectly formed fruits, dry and 
cure same than refrigerate or store in a cool cellar in a tight container 
such as a coffee can till ready to use at which time we examine each seed 
to be certain it is mature, plump and not flat as a dud. 

We start picking these luscious cantaloupes here the first week in 
August. When fruit starts to color yellow on the outside it will be ready 
in a couple of days. When you can with very little pressure separate the 
fruit from the stem it is ready to eat after chilling. If picked too soon 
meat is too firm, if too late meat is too soft. 

Sure, we baby these plants a little while growing them but that pays 
big dividends. ; 

We feel guilty in keeping these to ourselves so have decided to share 
the enjoyment of them. 

Sixty hand selected seeds from fruits 314 pounds or over, only, 50c 
and you can then save your own seed as these are not hybrid and will 
not revert. 

This packet of seed should give you all the tasty rich orange colored 
cantaloupe you can eat.
